The Massachusetts Department of Accounts announced Tues- 
day that there will be larger sums of money available to the 
Towns and Cities, through state distribution, as shown on the 


so-called Cherry Sheets. 


Wilmington, according to this infor- 


mation, would receive $366,967.16 more than it did last year. 

Everything else being equal, this could mean $3 on the tax 
rate - approximately. But don’t bet on it. 
work to be done yet - and perhaps the town will be voting for a 
new High School before the tax rate is finally set. 

The tax rate a year ago (1971) was $50.25. When the Town 
walked out of the annual Town Meeting in March, the tax rate 
for 1972 - so far - was $52.60. From that sum subtrace $3,

Wilmington Builders. in voting 
to have a hearing on the recinsion of a plan, after the 
Jackson Brothers had expressed an interest in the land 
and with no discussion of the idea with the Wilmington 


firm. 


An Official Map is one that de- 
fines the streets or a town or 
city. and if the streets are not 
‘on such a map the owner of any 
land involved cannot get permits 
to build. It is designed to elimi 
nate so called paper streets. 
streets which were planned some 
vears ago. but never built 

An Official Map was prepared 
in 1967 for the Wilmington Plan: 
ning Board by Consultant Charles 
Downes of Bedford, It was never 
submitted to the Town Meeting 
for a vote. 

Only a couple of municipalities 
in Massachusetts have gone so 
far as to have adopted an Official 


Map. There are several reasons 
why a map should be adopted. 
and there are other reasons why 
it should not 

Proponents contend, and at least 
for a starter. quite correctly 
that having an Official Map helps 
to control the number of homes 
built in a town or city. in any 
given period of time 

Probably more than one hun- 
dred homes have been built in 
Wilmington on plans with ‘paper 
streets’ in the past couple of 
vears. The two men-who are in 
the Engineering Department of 
Wilmington have been busy this 
spring trving to solve street

‘Anvway. the Planning Board has 
now voted to work for the adoption 
of an Official Map. and members 
Bill Hanlon and Bob Leahy are to 
start work on the project 

Number Two. on the Planning 
Board's list, is the updating of 
the Planning Board's Rules and 
Regulations covering Sub-Divi 
sions in Wilmington 

Number Three project is all 
comprehensive. and is entitled 
Updating the Land Bank. and 
the Land Use Map 

‘The program is to be designed. 
for instance. so as to help other 
town departments to acquire anv 
land needed for their purposes 

Such departments could include 
the Water Commissioners. the 
Recreation Department. the Con- 
servation Commission and/or the 
School Department. 

Chairman Mort Grant said that 
one mission that could be in- 
cluded by this was to institute 
two types of Rural Zoning - one 
of which would have two acre 
lots of land 

In some instances, the board 
felt. the town could find itself 
selling land under this program 
to neighbors and abuttors 

Number Four in the Planning 
Board list was the Updating of 
Street Names. Number CFive was 
to plan and develop Off Street 
Parking, particularly with the 
emphasis on the new Route 129 
By-Pass, of which Rep. Cain 
has been speaking this week 

One of the two engineers. John 
Majkewicz of Wakefield. said 
that. with reference to paper 
streets, that town treats the 
problem by using the Board of 
Survey. As he described it. there 
is no problem in that town. 

‘The Board of Survey used to be 
a function of the Board of Select- 
men, in Wilmington. Since the 
adoption of the Town Manager 
Plan the powers involved were 
taken over by the Planning Board 

The Planning Board decided to 
write a letter to Town Counsel 
Alan Altman. asking that he at- 
tend the next meeting. on June 
21. for the purpose of explaining 
what the Planning Board could 
and could not do.

Dear Larz 

This note is in response to Mr 
Pierce's letter in your June 8th 
issue: you will recall he answered 
some of my observations regard- 
ing the school construction issue 
1 was pleased to note that Mr 
Pierce had taken the time and 
interest to respond and after hav- 
ing briefly talked to him on the 
phone. I feel that I own he and the 
school committee somewhat of an 
apology for a few of the remarks 
I made in my first letter 

Mr. Pierce assured me that con. 
siderable effort is made to inform 
the public of school committee 
activities and that a great deal of 
research and debate have taken 
place concerning one alternative 
1 mentioned. namely the vear 
round school plan 

As to public notice of school 
committee meetings and agenda 
plans. I guess I don't read the 
Town Crier as well as I should 
Mr Pierce mentioned that notice 
of all school committee meetings 
and agenda are as a matter of 
routine. published in the Town 
Crier I checked this and sure 
enough. he was and is correct 

I must admit that | am one of all 
those persons who did not show up 
at that school committee meeting 
on April 6th and did not hear the 
discussion of the report concern: 
ing the vear round school plans 
Mr. Pierce has since kindly sent 
me a copy of the report 

I tried to give the impression in 
my first letter that I believe there 
may be a number of alternatives 
to further school construction in 
this town and not necessarily 
just the two I mentioned: vear 
round schools and or suffer with 
present facilities. Evidently I 
did not give this impression 
strongly enough I still contend 
that if there were a strong enough 
mmittment in this town toward 
the belief that new construction 
is not the only solution to the 
problem. some real alternative 
could be found 

I disagree with Mr_ Pierce's 
Statement in his letter that “It is 
hard to find anvthing new about 
this topic I also question his 
statements concerning watered 
down diluted programs and his 
observation “that we are once 
again having to deny voungsters 
many choices in some of the minor 
areas It sounds to me as though 
he has equated in importance 
minor areas of scholastic endea- 
vor which could be described as 
slow strangulation by real estate 
taxes: <The. time is here and now 
to eall’s halt just to accomodate 


the “minor are ind to concen: 
trate more effort on the major 
areas. both scholastic and finan 
cial 


Alter reading the report by the 
sub-committee to the school com 
mittee concerning vear round 
school programs. | was left with 
the impression that the issues 
were pre-iudged betore research 
had begun and that the authors of 
the report were pre-disposed 
ainst the matter before thev 
went to work on it 

This may be an erroneous view 
‘on my part. but Ido think that a 
new concept ‘new to Wilmington 
such as this is very easily shot 
down by usual resistance to 
change and that this sort of pro- 
gram would only work with large 
doses of positive thinking and 
community support I wish Mr 
Little, Assistant Superintendent 
of Schools. could obtain permis- 
sion to send out the question: 
nair that was shown in appendix 
I of the report. 1 would like to 
know what the people think about 
extended school vear 

Again. my apology to Mr Pierce 
and the school committee for 
some of the inferences made in 
my first letter

|) Tighe told the Board that the 
rm had borrowed money for 
@ construction of streets, that 
interest rate was 84%. and 
at they had a bid. from the 
‘Essex Bituminous Company. for 
ithe construction of the streets. 
The price was $23,645, includ- 
ling sidewalks and burms (curbs) 
4 Tighe said he realized that the 
Planning Board had not had a 
ance to study the figures, but 
hoped to get an answer short- 
because of the expenses in- 


volved. His firm could put in all) 


the roads at once. and save mon- 
ey. He knew that the previous 
Town Engineer had recommended 
that the streets have their first 
Coat, and then wait until the 
houses were finished before the 
fast coat be put in. But that would 
fean an extra cost for the Jay 
Dee firm. 

The unspoken hope was that the 
cost of the streets not go to high. 
‘The town's engineers have to sub- 
mit a figure on their estimates, 
which figure is used for the pur- 
ee of determining the amount 

the bond or cash which the 
developer must put up. if the 
street project is not finished 
right away 
‘The Planning Board seemed to 
be sympathetic. Their engineers 
were instructed to get their es- 
timate of costs to the clerk be- 
fore the Thursday before the 
next meeting. This so the mem- 
bers could know the figures be- 
fore the next meeting. 

The ‘mickey’. if it was one. 
came an hour later, after the two 
men had gone home. 

One of the Planning Board mem- 
bers said he had been checking 

0 the regulations, and it ap- 
peared that the plan for Corum 
Meadows was not properly pre- 
pared. He was going to move 


ask for 


for a recinsion of the plans. in 
the next meeting of the Planning 
Board, 

‘The member went on to explai 
that according to state regula- 
tions a Civil Engineer must de- 
sign the drain sumps. in the 
streets. and not a Registered 
Land Surveyor. The plan for the 
Corum Meadows project had been 
signed by a Registered Land 
Surveyor 

The board listened. There was 
no vote. One of the Junior En- 
gineers remarked that the dis- 
tinction between Registered Land 
Surveyors and Civil Engineers 
was a form of ‘feather bedding’ 


Jackson Bros. Mickey 

The Jackson Brothers, well 
known Wilmington firm. appeared 
before the board shortly before 
nine pm. They were interested. 
they said. in byying up what re- 
mained of Elmwood Village. in 
North Wilmington. a real estate 
development of seventeen years 
ago. It had been a project of a 
man named Anthony Signore. 

The Jackson Brothers wanted 
to know if the plan for the land 
beyond Dorothy Avenue had been 
rescinded by the Planning Board 
Selectman Gillis, who was pre- 
sent and is a former member of 
the Planning Board, did not think 
the plan had been rescinded 

A search was made of the Plan- 
ning Board records. without re- 
sult. This was no guarantee of 
accuracy, however. as there has 
been several instances of ‘small 
boy" burglaries in the old school 
The Board discussed asking the 
Town Clerk for her record. 

Fred Jackson, speaking for his 
brothers, said that the firm was 
hoping to develop Arlene Avenue 
beyond its present terminous as 
it -had been planned. and then 
make a new plan for the remain- 
der of the property above Doro- 
thy Avenue. There had been 67 
lots in the Signore Plan, but of 
these many could not be used 
because of swampland 

The brothers departed after a 

few minutes. leaving. as they 
said. the Planning Board to think 
it over. 
An hour later the Board acted 
It voted to hold a public hearing 
for the purpose of rescinding 
the old plan of Anthony Signore. 


Ken Rice. 


The Town Crier has, in the past. 
written of William Butter. pro- 
genitor of the Butters family in 
Wilmington and probably the 
first white man to live in what is 
now Wilmington. William Butter. 
as has been related. was a Scots- 
man, one of 5.000 Scots captured 
by the forces of Cromwell at the 
Battles of Dunbar and Worcester. 
in the 1650's in England 

Those Scotsmen were trans- 
ported to the New World and sold 
as indentured servants. That was 
how William and his three bro- 
thers arrived in the Colonies 

About fifty of those Scotsmen 
were sold to the Proprietors of 
the Saugus Iron Works. That 
plant was completely rebuilt 
about ten or fifteen years ago. 
with the US Steel Industries pay- 
ing the bill. 

The Saugus Iron Works. in 
nearby Saugus is worth a Sunday 
visit. by a family. to see how iron 
was smelted in those Colonial 
days. It lasted only a few vears. 
but was a valuable source of iron 
to the Colonial peoples. The out- 
put was several tons of finished 
iron products a year 

Charcoal was used as the source 
of heat. in the process of convert- 
ing the iron ore into iron - but, 
the reader may ask. from whence 
came the iron ore? 

That's the story - and that is 
why those Scotsmen were bought 
by the Saugus Iron Works. back 
over 300 vears ago 

There is. in some of the ponds 
of New England. a precipitate 
called bog iron. The iron settled 
at the bottom of the pond Just 
how it arrived there the writer 
cannot say. but he seems to feel 
that at one time he read the iron 
ore was precipitated because of 
the action of some minute form 
of life. 

Anyway. the early Puritans 
found out that there was iron ore 
in the bottom of some ponds. 
They called it bog iron. When it 
could be collected it was smelted 
into iron.

‘Sometimes those ponds filled in. 
by the growth of peat. or from 
other causes. but the bog iron 
still remained. Over 50 years 
ago a man named Guilford 
Palmer was trying to sink a pipe 
into the ground, for a pump. at 
the lower end of Jones Avenue 
He ran into an inpenetrable mass. 
and had to stop. Under his home. 
whre he was driving that pipe. 
was a mass of bog iron 

But the Scotsmen. at the Saugus 
Iron Works. The works was lo- 
cated at the edge of a large pond, 
where iron ore (bog iron) was 
known to exist. Their job was to 
wade out into that pond. and dig 
up that iron ore. which was put 
into small boats. the writer be- 
lieves. and taken ashore to the 
smelter It wasn't the easiest 
work to be had. in the Colony of 
Massachusetts - but the Scots 
were prisoners of war, and had 
nothing to say about the work to 
which they were assigned Even- 
tually. when their period of in- 
denturehood ‘seven or nine 
vears) had expired, they were 
given their freedon, 

Up in North Wilmington, south 
of Salem Street. on the old Colo- 
nial Farm known as the Corum 
Farm there was a pond of about 
two and one half acres. It was 
part of the area recently sold to 
Dave Newhouse and Jay Tighe. 
and is part of the real estate de- 
velopment that they are now 
building 

Jay and Dave had their troubles 
getting the site approved by the 
Planning Board, the Board of 
Health. etc It was springtime. 
there was water on the land - pools 
of water It didn't look good, and 
the members of the Planning 
Board remarked upon the stand- 
ing water Thev felt that there 
was going to be trouble 

The writer had seen that water 
too, and couldn't understand why 
it was there. Obviously the land 
was part of an old glacial lake - 
and water doesn't “stand in such 
sites 


Las week he investigated. 
There were great big rocks 
there. and no rocks are ever 
found in the sedimenta 
sits that constitute a glacial lake 
‘That demanded an explanation. 

Investigation disclosed that the 
slight hill, on which the old Burtt 
Farmhouse ‘now the Corum 
home) stands extended out into 
the old glacial lake that was south 
of Salem Street. The rocks were 
@ part of that old hill which had 
Survived the grinding actions of 
the glaciers They are to be 
found in only a small portion of 
the property that Jay and Dave 
have bought 

But there was something more 
interesting 

Jay and Dave have had a ditch 
dug. in conformance with the 
approved plan. to drain the old 
pond 

‘And the bottom of that pond was 
covered with iron ore - a foot 
and a half thick - even thicker 
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Jay and Dee. 
Pete!
